ſtols, Carobine; and that accordng 
to two thouſand markes of rear, 
conforme to the valuations, which ſhall be the rule of the Muſtars. 
Andfiklike, It is appointed, Thar every Heritour and Tennent ſhall pur 
out their beſt and moſt fitting Horſe for that uſe: Neither ſhall any 


for the Troup at home, but muſt cither ſend him our as one of 
their proportion for their rent; Or otherwiſe come preſently out up- 


on them themſelves, ar ſame arher friend, ac Valuatiere on arher- 
wiſe ſell them ar a reaſonable ratefor the nſe of the Countrey. And 
becauſe Barrons , and Gentle-men of good ſort, are the greateſt and 
moſt powerfull part of the Kingdome, by whole valour the King 
dome hath ever beene defended : Wee doe moſt carneſtly require and 

expect, that every Barron and Gentle-man of good fort, ſhall come 

to the Armie in their owne perſoas, or at leaſt ſend their ableſt ſon, 

brother, or friend. And that all Noble-men, Gentle-men, and others, 
may bee the better encouraged tocome out as Voluntiers in ſo good 

a Cauſe, for maintenance of Religion, and preſervation'of the Liber- 
ties of this ancient and never cotquered Kingdome, which wee are 
all Fyorne to maintaine. Ir 1s eaneſtly defired , That all brave Caye- 

'  liers will take the bufineſſe to heirt, and confider that now or never 
is the time to gaine Honour, andEternall reputation, and to fave or
